‘ ECNO OF A HONGKONG CASE, 

An interesting test action has just been de. 
cided by Sheriff Fyfe in Glasgow Sheriff Court, 
in which a South Shields seaman named Tho- 
cmas Clark claims against the Auchen Shipping 
Co., Glasgow, the owners of the 5.5. Auchentr- 
den, for wages lost to him by the interruption 
of his service contract, and for expenses whilst 
waiting at Hongkory for homeward ship, The 
pursuer states in his-pleadings that he shipped 
in March 1904; upon foreivn trading articles for 
three'yéars “from the Tyne to Hongkong,. of 
any other port or places in the world” withina 
certain latitude south, Then he goes onto say 


that when the vessel was being cleared at Hong. 


kong the crew discovered that she was carrying 
Welsh steam coal to,"a port in Japan” in con. 
‘sequence of which discovery the seamen left 
the ship at Hongkong. signing off the ship's 
articles, and being paid waxes uptothat date 
The Sheriff has dismissed the action on the 
ground that coal is. not of itself contraband 
merely because it'is given to one of the belli- 
gerent countries, although it may become con- 
traband according to the circumstances, The 
Sheriff further holds that even had the ‘ease

Frow Panama United States Minister John 
Barret! sends out a warning to Americans not 
to seck work of their own accord on the isth- 
mus, for they will surcly repent it, He says: 
No American white labourers should come to 


the Isthmus of Panama seeking employment’ 
unless previously engaged by the Commission, - 


At first, befpre the orgahization here was fully 


completed and.civil service methods were ap- 


plied, work could usually be found for able- 
bodied white labourers who might arrive from 
the United States, or from any other part of the 
world. Now, however, the situation is changed, 
When labourers come. of their‘own accord the’ 
chances are against their employment, The 
result is that a majority of such men find them. 
selves, after a short stay on the isthmus, with. 
cut funds or work, If it were possible for them 
to do manual Jebour in the sun like the Jamai- 
cans, at corresponding wages, there would be 
plenty foc ‘them to do,. but they can not 
atand that class of work, Finding. them- 
selves in these straits, they come to the 
legation and the consulates, .and, not 
Knowing. that there are no funds pro- 
vided by the United States for the care of in- 
‘digent or stranded Americans, expect the 


Minister and Consuls here to provide them, 


with food and lodging until they can get em- 
ployment, or to give them, passages back to, the 
United States. When questioned, the labourers 
say they gained the intpression from the papers 
that there was abundance of work at high 
wages here for everybody,-and. in most in- 
stances they pave up fairly good employment 
in the United States in order to take chances 
of doing better here, A remarkable feature of 
this siiuation’is that these men come from all 
parts of the United States: ‘The last steamer 
brought labourers, on their own account, from 
Maine, New York, Tennessee, Illingis,. Cot- 
orado and California—and they have all been 
obliged either to go without employment or to 
take work in competition with Jamaican and 
other cheap labour, which they will not be able 
to endure for. any length of time. In a report 
submitted, last. year I.gave a warning of the 
same nature as this one, but the effect of it now 
seems lost, .. It would thereford seem wise (hat 
it be given as wide publicity as possible.

has taken up the matter in Truth, To the: 
issue of that paperfor June aand, we find the 
following comments on the matter, which, if 
they ba well-founded, ought to make, uncdin- 
fortable reading for certain persons in Hon; :

L read last week in ihe Aforning Lande» that 
a number of blue-jackets on H.M.S, Vengeance 
and, AmpAtirite, on the China station had res 
{used to settle the bills of the bumboatmen, and 
had been punished in consequence. This con- 
firms a statement made in 7ruth of Aprilay. b * 
did. not mention the name of any ship at that . 
time, though it was stated that the incident oc 
curred on the China station ; but as a matter of 
fact the Amphitrite was the vessel referred to, 

T have not heard anything about the Vengeance, 
but that ship has: recently arrived home from - 
China, and no doubt that is how the matter has 
come to be again referred to in the press, Tho 
“Amphitrite is algo on her way ‘home, if she has’ 
not acteally arrived, and an opportunity thus 
occurs for the Admiralty to look into this mat- 
tor n little more closely. There is the more 
need for this if, asthe Aforning Leader states, ° 
similar incidents have occurred on’ the Cen: 
turion, Ocean, and other vewiels in Chineie 
waters, 

The cause of the strike’ against the bum. 
boatmen was the extortionate prices charged 
to the ships’ messes, and, as mentioned in my 
previous reference to "the matter, the dis- 
satisfaction was aggravated in the case of 
the Amphitrite by the fact that, when the - 
ship left Chatham o poll was taken on tho 
question whether the canteen should be ‘run 
by a committee or contractors, and that the

aged the concer: themselves they, could buy. 
direct, and consequently get their food much 
cheaper, This seems reasonable enough, and 
it is an argument in favour’ of a ship's canteen 
idistead of a tenant canteen—at any rate, as. 
worked on the Chinz-*tation. If a contractor 
‘must be employed; I’ should have thought that 
it would be as easy to find a Chinese contractor 
on the Chinese station as a Maltese contractor » 
jj the Mediterranean, and that a Chinaman 
would be as satisfactory aman to'do businebs 
with aso Maltese, "At any rate, it seems an 
absurdity that ain Olteso contraclor should be + 
catering for a ship In'China, where he- would 
naturally be at’a disadvantage in obtaining 
eupplics locally, as he is said to have been in 
the above case.

THE CONFISLATION OF THE 
“INDUSTRIRY 


PRIZE COURT'S DECISION. 


Ths Osaks Mainichi publishes the decision - 


of the Sasebo Prize Court in. the case of the 
German steamer /adustric, which was recently 
captured. by a Japanese warship off Korea. 
The owner. of the steamer is stated to ba Mr, 
Bloch, a German resident at Tsingtao. .The 
(ollowing is the Court's decision — 

_ “The steauier/ndustrie is confiscated. 


“The steamship dndustsfe was owned by tbe) 


petitioner and registered at the poitaf Ham- 
burg, Germany, She was engaged in the 
stlvage and towing business under the German 
flag. On February 8th, 190s, R. R. McDermid, 
an American citizen and she proprietor of the 
Datly News, a paper published at Cheloo, 
China, chartered the Steamer at Shanghai (rom 
the pelitioner for use as a dispatch-boat, for a 
term of three months, at the rate of 1,5co 
Shanghai taels per month; and Adolph Ban- 
nier, German subject, joined the sleamer at a 
war correspondent at a monthly salary of $460. 
““Onthe 19th February last the steamer, in 
charge of Bannier, left Shanghai for the pur- 
pose ‘of watching the movements of the 
Japanese fleet and communicating the result 
fo the Russian authorities through the said 
McDermid. The steamer reached a point 40 
miles south-west of T'sushima on the 35d March 
last. She returned to Shanghai'on the 13th of 
the same .month, and again left on the 1th, 
calling at North. Shoan Island, Korea, on the 


23rd, ‘She cruised in the neighbourhood of 


Quelpart and Anderson Istands and the waters 
thereabouts until the 27th. Atdaylight of the 
27th the /adustrie proceeded to the vicinity of 
Kataku Island, and found Japanese war-ships 
assembled five miles east of the island. After 


taking observation of the types and names of 


the warships, the /ndusirée was proceeding to 
Fusan for the purpgse of ,telegraphing the 
particulars of the discovery to McDermid, 
when she was‘clfased and seized by the Japan- 
ese cruiser Kasuga two nules south of the 
same island at 3pm. onthe same day, She 
was seized on suspicion of scouting the move. 
teats of the Japanese fleet and communicat- 
ting the'result to the enemy, 

“The attorney of the petitioner maintained 
that (1) the allegation that the Durly News was 
subsidised by the Kussian Government was 
groundless, and he repudiated it. (2) Bannier 
was a temporary employe of McDermid, and 
was a war conespondent, his duty being tu im- 
partially observe the:movements of the Japan- 
ese as wellas the Russian feet. He was.not 
‘cling asa spy in the interests of Russia, nor 
was he scuuting the movements of the Jupan- 
ese fleet-in the interests of Russia, (3) The’ 
pelttioner, owner of the steamer, did not hire 
out his steamer as a Scouting vessel for Russia 
In particular, the alleyation of the Prosecutor 
that a contract was signed between the owner 
of the sleamer and General Dessino for the 
trunsfer’of the steamer was quite baseless, (4) 
‘The profession of a newspaper correspondent 
wis a business of public smterest, and his ac- 
lisa in reporting the operattoas.af the cam- 
pain was not a.-violation of neutral obligu- 
hons. (5) ‘The stesmer of a neutral country 
ought not tobe confiscated, except where such 
a vessel is engaged im the transport of contra: 
band of war or rnatiny & blockade, Wherea 
newspaper dispatch-boat is to be cunfiscated on 
thecharge of having acted in (he intetests of the 
enemy the charge musi be proved by undeni- 
ables evidence, but the charge agaist ihe 
steamer in this case is not supported by such 
evidence, The steamer being an: innocent 
vessel of a neutral country, sliould be released, 

“The view af the Prosecutor, in substance, 
15 that the steamer in this case was apparently 
a common dispatch-beat, but in reality she was 
charged with the daty of scouting the move- 
ments of the Japanese fleet and reporting to 
the Russian authorities according to a secret 
contract between the Russians and McDermid. | 
The steamer was, therefore, liable 10 be con- 
fi-cated. ‘ 

“Ieis generally ndmitted from the standpoint 
of internavional law that the subject of a neutral 


‘country, who endeavours {0 ascertain the mili- 


tary affairs or secrets of one of the besigerents 
and communicates the resultto the other belli- 
gerent, is acting in violation of neutral obliga- 
tions, und a vessel employed for such service is 
hable to be confiscated. ‘I hexttorney of the peti- 
toner maintained that the steamer in this case 
wis a dispatch boat engaged by'the Dutly News 
of Chefoo, and that the journal was not subsid- 
ted by the Russian authorities, as alleged. 
he correspondent of the journal, in the exe- 
caution of his duty, was to impartially observe 
the movements of both the Japanese and Rus- 
siat fleets. ‘Ihis contention, however, cannot 
b: sccepted, It is an. indisputable fact that 
the journal tn question is a small paper, thar it 
was started simultaneously with the ovtbreak 
ofthe present war, that 1s financial position
